Assurances from Chief Sonstable 
Shute yesterday that ail would be in 
readiness for the bike riders of the 
city when they reach First street to- 
morrow morning for the Safety First 
demonstration and competitive events, 
marked the completion of the final 
arrangements for the event.

Schools of the city are expected to 
compete in numbers for the C.C.M 
trophy cup A scooter race at 50 
yards, open to ali youngsters up to i2 
years old, will be an amusing event 
and three prizes will be given to the 
winners. The big stunt of the day 
will be the plank riding contest, open 
to all riders. The board will be only 
five inches wide and 150 feet long and 
it Mes on the ground.
